ZENO, author of the left of tht 
Stoici, was born at Cttium in Cy- 
prus. He wu driven by Harm upon 



the enaft of Athens, where he 
philofophy. He placed man's chid 
happinefi in being conformable to na- 
ture, guided by right tcafon. Hi« 
followers maintained, that virtuous 
people could be happy amidll tor- 
ments. It ij faid Zeno hanged him- 
fdf after a fall, 1. 1. 490. and his 
difciplcs were ihaangly for the libetty 
of felf-murther. His fervant once, 
as bearing him for theft, 

ZENO of Elcs, one of the grat- 
ed! philiJoplieis among ■;■■ 
flouriOied in the 79th olympiad.

ZENOBIA, one of the mol) II- 

(Vi-ptre, minted Odcnatus a Saracen 
prince, and greatly contributed tu the 
moft fignal viSories he sained ore* 
the Pcrfiam, and which preferred the 
call to the Romans, when after 
the taking of Valerian, it was highly 
probable that Sapor would dilpolleu 
them of all that country. Accord- 
ingly Ihe was honoured with the title 
of Augulla, when Gallienm, in re- 
turn for the feivices uf Odcnatui, 
created him emperor in 164. After 
her hulband's death, (he maintained 
herrelf in the fuprcme authority, in 
a very brave and glrrrtous manner. 
She not only preferved the provinces, 
which were fubjeft to Odenarus, but 
alio conquered Egypt, and was pre- 
paring to make other conquefts.when 
the emperor Auielian went and made 
war againfl her. She loil two battler, 
and was forced to fliut herfelf up in 
l-'-ln ivn, to which Aureliati hid fegc. 
She di-;V:nded herklt therein cotua.- 
geoulty, but believing it would be im- 
polllble to hold out, Ihe quitted it 
privately. Anrelian had norite of 
this, and eaufed hri Mbeptn 
!■:: tt.llIi Jjlig' in-., that Ihe was over- 
taken jtlli as flii w j.. tj. ■!;■.- 
Euptuates. This was in 271. He 
(pared her life, made her fcrvc to a- 
dtirn his triumph, and gave her war 
Roraeaccunny feat, where Ike pafled 
rhe remainder of ht( days in great 
tranquillity. She was a beautiful, 
chafte, learned, brave, and fubcr 
lady; But U» was fufpefted of hav- 
ing coruented to the M&flination of 
her haJbandina67, out ol rebutment 
fjrthetmderncls he Ihewrd to his Ion 
Herod, whom another 
brought him. She protected PauUs 
Ssmofitenus, who had beco, con- 
demned in tin. council of Ali'inch, lb 
that he kept his church till flic was 
tanqu tiled by Auieiiirj,
